This, he feels, fits in well with 
Reconstructionism. Reconstructiontst 
ideology is an expression of the 
folk religion of American Jews. 
But if so why has Reconstruction- 
ism not succeeded better? For one 
thing, peopie do not take seriously 
the intellectual formulation of thelr 
religion as a basic world-outlook. 
He also suggests that its denial of 
belief in a supernatural God (the 
old joke talks of Reconstructionists 
praying “To Whom It May Con- 
cern”) causes embarrassment within 
the framework of a synagogue. He 
also notes that Reconstructionism's 
problems are compounded by the 
fact that its ideology has its great- 
est appeal to the Jews least in- 
terested In synagogue activity or 
organized religious life.

Smoking is a time bomb |

HAIFA. — 
OPE that new paths of research 
wil tm due course lead sclen- 
tists to the discovery of a cancer 
cure was held out by Professor 
Nathan Treinin, of the Welzmanno 
Institute, im an address at the En- 
gineers Forum here last Friday. At 
the same time he warned that can- 
ter of the lung was spr and 
could be directly related to the 
spread of smoking. Observing the 
man next to him light a cigarette 
after iunch, before his lecture, the 
speaker told him: “This is the last 
cigarette you are going to enjoy. 
“Smoking is a decisive factor... 
it isn’t the Reading Power Station 
that brings om cancer of the lung, 
but the private “Reading” which 
smokers ones setting up ee them- 
selves... ti smoki raises 
the individual's chances of von- 
tracting lung cancer by 20 to 50 
times, Smoke two packs a day 
and you're asking for trouble.” 


Improved chances 


Prof. Treinin said that forther 
proof for the iink between smoking 
and canccer came from the ob- 
servation that those who stop- 
ped even after 20 years, imme- 
Gately improved thelr chances of 
escaping cancer and retaining 
their health "If you smoke you 
have a time bomb in your pocket, 
and it doesn’t matter which brand 
you choose and whether tt has a 
fitter or not. Lung cancer ig no 
danger forthose who smoke a pipe, 
but they may de in for another 
trouble.” 

The 48-year-old scientist, who 
specialiges in cancer research at 
the Weizmann Institute's Depart- 
ment of Experimental Biology, said 
he believed the disease would be over- 
‘come “just as science has over- 
come other fatal diseases in the 
past 50 years.” He said that if the 
Progress of the disease were not 
checked, about 5im. out of 200m. 
Americans would contract caucer, 
yet while the U.S. spent $550 per 

on defence and the »war, the 
outlay on the fight against cancer 
was 85 cents per person. Over 
‘40,000 had died in Vietnam in the 
past six years, but more than two 
πους had in the same time died 
of cancer. Figures presented to 
President ‘Nixon a few months ago 
showed that the U.S. spent $1,500m. 
ἃ year on cancer treatment, and 
that the loss of working time cost 
another $15,000m. 


Other killers 


The perspective should be ad- 
justed, however, by taking into ac- 
count that other killer diseases and 
infant mortality had been overcome 
and that the average life-span in 
the modern world was much high- 
er. Two age groups were most sus- 
ceptible to cancer: children be- 
tween five and eight and adults 
over 45. Cancer and all types of

demands 30%

HAIFA. — The Electricity rates 
should be raised by 30 per cent, 
not by 11 per cent, with effect 
from June 1 this year, as the Gov- 
ernment had decided, the Electric 
Corporation's General Manager, Ya- 
acov Khoushy, stated yesterday. In 
a letter published In “Davar” yes- 
terday, he takes issue with the view 
recently expressed by Dr. Yaacov 
Arnon, former Director-General of 
the Finance Ministry, that a seven 
per cent rise would be sufficient for 
the corporation's needs. The 11 per 
eent tariff increase was approved 
this week, in order compensate the 
corporation for the 41 per cent rise 
in the price of fuel on the world 
market, which is costing the cor- 
poration IL35m. a year. 

The EC's general manager 
points out that electricity rates have 
since 1963 risen much less than the 
Seneral price index, and that at a 
time when ali production costs, 
financial charges and investments 
have steadily risen.

— The Conecon Continen- 
tal-Near East Shipping Conference 
yesterday fnformed the Shippers 
Council that it bad decided to im- 
pose a 10 per cent congestion sur- 
charge on Haifa and Ashdod har- 
bours, from May 10. The conference, 
the largest serving Israel, based its 
decision on the serious congestion 
in the two ports. There are now

side the port in Haifa and another 
10 outside Ashdod. 

Shippers Council Secretary Arieh 
Mehulal said yesterday that they 
are objecting to the surcharge on 
the grounds that the citrus export 
season is already closing, and the 
situation would thus improve. At 
the same time, he had asked the 
Director of the Ports Authority to 
take all possible steps, including 
Saturday operation of the ports, to 
ameliorate the situation.
